{ On 10-19-11 at approximately 2000 hrs we were assigned to Westlake Park 
for demonstration/protest duty. While we were there we were notified by Lt . 
Nollette of a man in a sleeping bag who was becoming uncooperative with 
officers. We located this individual in a sleeping bag on the south side of 
the park and he informed us that he was trying to sleep. A Park Ranger with 
the Seattle Parks and Recreation department responded and told the man that 
it was illegal to camp in the park and that he needed to pick up his 
sleeping bag and leave. The man who was later identified as S/Anderson 
became verbally hostile towards the Park Ranger and then towards officers. 
Anderson called us pigs and started to throw things on the ground. Anderson 
picked up his backpack and someone else rolled up his sleeping bag. 
Anderson started to stomp away but then turned around and tossed his lit 
cigarette at the Park Ranger. The lit cigarette struck the Park Ranger in 
the area of the right collar bone and the ash went into the Park Rangers 
face. We informed Lt . Nollette of the incident and took Anderson into 

custody for assault. The Park Ranger was later identified as V/Christensen 
is also a certified EMT.

On 10-19-2011, Officers were assigned to the "Occupy Seattle" protest 
taking place at the Westlake Park located at 401 Pine St Seattle, Wa 98101. 

At approximately 2015 hours, I was standing on the west side of the 
Westlake Park and near the south end of the park when I heard loud yelling. 
I looked toward where the main portion of the protest was standing and 
observed a white male wearing a black hooded sweatshirt and blue jeans 
engaged in a shoving match with another white male. This white male in the 
black hooded sweatshirt was later identified to me as S/Allen, James R 
1^^-1988. I could see and hear S/Allen yelling, "Fuck all those Niggers 
and Spies, they are all fucking clowns". When S/Allen was ultimately 
pushed away from the main portion of the group of protesters, he began 
swinging his arms at the other white male, attempting to hit him in the 
face. S/Allen then turned and ran westbound towards myself and four other 
Officers. Myself and the group of Officers were standing about 45 feet 
away from the group of protesters and S/Allen when this incident occurred. 

S/Allen then ran directly at me and the other group of other Officers. 
When S/Allen reached the group of Officers, he ran into Officer Diamond 
6295, turned northbound and stopped. S/Allen then yelled, "Fuck you 
Niggers", lunged at and spat towards Officer Diamond and Bailey 6848 who 
were now standing about 6 feet away. I was standing just behind Officer 
Bailey Officer Diamond and to the southwest of them when I observed S/Allen 
spit at both Officers. From where I was standing, it was very obvious that 
S/Allen was trying to spit on both Officers Diamond and Bailey. 

S/Allen then ran northbound in the direction of two other SPD Officers who 
were standing near the sidewalk with Officer Bailey giving chase. Officers 
Shank and Officer Jones observed S/Allen run into Officer Diamond and 
attempted to contact him when it was obvious that Officer Bailey was giving 
chase . 

Officers Shank and Jones were able to catch S/Allen and force him to the 
ground to be placed into custody. Once in custody, both Officer Shank and 
Jones walked S/Allen to a parked patrol car about 60 feet away from the 
arrest location. While Officers Shank and Jones were walking S/Allen to 
the patrol car, S/Allen spat at both Officers, hitting them in the legs. 
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Once at the patrol car, S/Allen became enraged and began actively resisting 
Officers. Officers then again forced S /Allen to the ground during this 
struggle. At some point, S/Allen received injury to his mouth and nose 
while they were holding him down and waiting to place a spit mask on his 
head. After the spit mask was applied to S/Allen, S/Allen was able to 
remove the spit mask and again spat at both Officers. S/Allen spat into 
Officers Shank and Jones's eyes and mouth during this struggle, exposing 
them to S/Allen 's blood. Officer Bailey assisted Officers Shank and Jones 
during this struggle and was also exposed to S/Allen 's blood. 

S/Allen was then placed into the patrol car and transported to the West 
precinct . 

Officers Shank, Jones and Bailey then responded to HMC for blood exposure. 

I spoke to witnesses involved with the protest. According to witnesses, 
S/Allen became enraged when members of the protest associated with a group 
called P.O.C (Peoples of Color) addressed the protest. S/Allen then began 
yelling racial epitaphs towards the group and that is what caused the 
disturbance observed by Officers. 

S/Allen was later transported and booked into KCJ for Investigation of 
Assault of an Officer. 

Sgt Yoon 5893 screened this incident and arrest at the scene.
